Plans for an International 
Monetary Fund of between eight

SPRAY STRENGTH 
The grower has to choose between 
lime sulphur and Bordeanx mixture 
asa spray fluid. The former is simpler 
to mix, and controls red spider. and 

mildew as well as scab; it is less 
hard on the foliage, and does not 
cause russeting of the fruit. Bor- 
deaux mixture is a more powerful 
fungicide, and is said to give better 
scab control in rainy districts, where 
the scab attack is always worst. On 
the other hand, it does not control 
red spider or,mildew, and causes 
considerable russeting and cracking 
of the fruit in the case of many 
dessert varieties, Lime sulphur is pre- 
ferred in England, and we have used 
it at the Albert Coilege with great 
success for many years, Bordeaux 
mixture is used in Northern Ireland 
and in the wetter parts of the South 
and West. For the Co. Dublin 
amateur I would recommend lime 
sulphur. The strength of these 
sprays to use are:—Lime sulphur, 
1 part in 40 parts of water before 
flowering, 1 in 80 age flowering ; 
Bordeaux mixture, Ibs. 
sulphate; 6 Ibs. thy to 40 a to 
water before and immediately afer 
flowering, and half this strength for 
the last two sprayings. 

Cettain varieties have individual]® 
idiosyncracies with regard to sulphur 
or copper. Cox’s Orange Pippin 
cannot tolerate Bordeaux, and wil 
only stand weak lime sulphur after 
flowering ; 1 in 100 is a safe strength 
to use. James Grieve is also
